An unusually large number of Democrats 
giso told THE TRIBUNE interviewer that they 
regarded Mr. Taft vith great favor, some of 
them saying they might vote for him if dis- 
satisfied with the candidate of their own

An elderly woman, a leader in Wyoming 
women’s club affairs, expressed the opinion 
that. the feminine verdict on Taft is some- 
what paradoxical in view of the president's 
opposition to equal suffrage. Although Mr. 
Taft, when a high school graduate, delivered 
an oration glorifying woman suffrage, he has 
come in after years seriously to doubt its 
practicability, and it was his expression of 
such views that brought forth the hisses at 
the woman's suffrage convention in Wash- 
ington last year. e 

“ But I like the president in spite of that,” 
sald the clubwoman. ‘I think he is doing a 
stand work for doing away with war, and he 
ought to have the encouragement of every 
woman in the land.’’ 


Insurgents Not Numerous. 

There is not a great deal of Republican in- 
Surgency in Wyoming. The instinct of reg- 
ularity is strong among the Republicans as 
well as the Democrats. Senators Clark anJ 
Warren and Congressman Mondell; who rep- 
resent the std#te at Washington. are rock 
ribbed standpatters and there is little indi- 
cation that they are out of sympathy with 
their constituents to any appreciable ex- 
tent.

Kittle Kent Newberger, sister of the women 
killed by Dr. Webster, was the author of the 
largest of the letters found in his trunk. The 
trunk had lain at the Henrotin hospital, 
where Webster formerly was employed as 
an interne, for several months. Mrs. New-

PUTS CLAIMS AT $30.900. 


One United States judge sitting in Chicav*o 
appeared before another yesterday as wit- 
ness in his own behalf for the securing cf a 
part of $30,900 attorneys’ fees. The sum is 


which payment is sought. 

Judge Peter S. Grosscup. whose pending 
resignation from the United States Circuit 
court is delayed a few days, listened to the 
arguments for and against the payment of 
the fees to Judge A. L. Sanborn. The latter 
jurist testified to his right to make the 
charges for services performed as counse] 
prior to Jan. 6, 1905, when he was elevated to 
the federal bench. 

The claims for the fees date back to serv- 
ices performed by Judge Sanborn for the 
estate of James Stimson, formerly a wealthy 
real estate owner and banker, who filled 
claims on 2,100 acres of land in Douglas coun- 
ty, Wisconsin, in 18653. 


Retained in Land Case. 
Twenty years ago a boom in Superior 


| raised the taxes, and Stimson engaged the 


firm of Sanborn & Spooner to protect him. 
Former Senator John C. Spooner was the 
junior partner of the firm. The fees charged 
were $2,500. The total amount charged up 
by the firm was $20,000, and as an additional 
individua! claim Judge Sanborn asks $10,900. 

There are about $00,000 assets and the 600 
creditors of Stimson who lost their savings 
when his Hamilton, Ont., bank failed in 1890 
are complaining against the size of the fees 
sought. The creditors are represented by 
Attorney Robert McMurdy Attorney Levy 
Mayer appeared in court for the receiver and 
for Judge Sanborn.

WILLIAM E. CURTIS DROPS DEAD 


IN PHILADELPHIA AFTER TRIP. | 


Journalist Succumbs Following Ar- 
rival in Pennsylvania City—Was 
Special Writer for Record-Herald. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 5.—[Special }~—Will- 
jam E. Curtis. journalist and author, died 
suddenly here tonight of apoplexy in his 
apartments at the Bellevue-Stratford hotel. 
Accompanied by Mrs. Curtis, he had arrived 
in Philadelphia at noon from Washington. 

He was dressing for dinner when the stroke 
came. He had been in apparently good 
health and there was no Warning symptom. 

Mr. Curtis, who was a special writer for 
the Chicago Record-Herald, was 61 years old 
and was known throughout America. He 
was a widely traveled man and had put the 
observations of his travels into several books. 

He was born in Akron, O., in 1850, and was 
graduated from Western Reserve coilege in 
1871. His newspaper career began in Chi- 
cago when he became a member of the staff 
of the Inter Ocean in 1873. After serving 
this newspaper for fourteen years he went to 
Washington as correspondent of the Chicago 
Morning News, which later became the Rec- 
ord. Later he became traveling correspond- 
ent for the Record, and when that newspaper 
was consolidated with the Times-Herald, un- 
der the name of the Record-Herald, he con- 
tinued the same line of work.

ROME, Oct. 5.—The Italians have occupied 
Sultania fort and the Italian flag now floats 
over Tripoli. Detachments of marines have 
been landed to protect the consulate, the 
Italian church, and hospital. 

Italian warships are bombarding Bengazi 
and Derna, and the former is vigorously re- 
turning the fire. 

In the bombardment of Tr1poll the fire was 
directed against the outer defenses, the cen- 
tra] defenses being spared. so as not to de- 
stroy the town. The Sultania and Hamidiah 
batteries were dismantled. 

The cruiser Giuseppe Garibaldi entered the 
barbor and Italian officers visited the Hami- 
diah battery. They found the Turks had re- 
moved the sights from the guns and evacu- 
ated. Three bodies were found in the bat- 
tery.

Within ten years Tripoli 
will be transformed into a greater Sicily. 

Capt. Craveri has been ordered to Tripol 
to organize a force of carabineers there. 

Vice Admiral Faravelli reports that the 
Tripoli batteries were so dismantled that 
the Turkish soldiers retired within the town, 
ine w.teror of which was not attacked, in 
order to avoid damage to private property. 

All Italy is exuiting over the details of the 
bombardment of Tripoli, and in the larger 
cities eager crowds wait in the streew for 
the news of further successes. There are ru- 
mors fiying that the Turkish and Italian 
fleets have met In battle off Mitylene and that 
the reported bombardment of Prevesa was « 
complete success. 

The bombardment at Tripoli was a most 
onesided affair, the Turkish guns being of 
such small caliber that they were unable to 
reac. the Italian fleet, which made !t posst- 
ble for the attacking ships to fire as care- 
fully as if they were at taregt practice. 


Fear of Mines Delayed Attack. 

It is sald the delay in the commencement of 
the bombardment of Tripoli! was due to the 
fact that Admiral Aubrey learned from Ital- 
fan residents that the harbor had been exten- 
sively mined. This explains the firing at long 
range and also the continuation of the bom- 
bardment after the forts had been silenced. 
The search for mines proved fruitless, but 
Admiral Aubrey exercised extreme caution 
in making sure that his ships were In no dan~ 
ger from this source. 

Mer. Bonomelli, bishop of Cremona, has 
issued a pastoral letter to the clergy ana 
the Catholics of his diocese on the subject 
of Tripoli, in which he says:

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RAILWAYS ENJOIN 
STRIKERS IN DIXIE 


Court Action Taken in New 
Orleans, Houston, and 
Louisville. 


RIOTING IN LOUISIANA. 


Strikebreakers Attacked in Cres- 
cent City; Noel of Missis- 
sippi Asks Arbitration. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 5.—On application 
of attorneys for the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road company a temporary injunction was 
issued in the United States court today re- 


_ atraining strikers and others from interfer- 
‘ing in any manner with the affairs of the 


road. 

One man was shot and probably fatally 
wounded late tonight whena party of Lilinois 
Central strikebreakers were fired upon while 
on their way from the company’s fruit sheds 
to their quarters for the night. A United 
States deputy marshal who was escorting the 
men was slightly wounded. 

The first Harriman lines strike violence 
here occurred this afternoon when strike- 
breakers imported to work in the Algiers 
shops of the Southern Pacific railroad were 
attacked by a mob of 500 strikers and their 
sympathizers and several of them badly 
beaten. 

The train on which the strikebreakers were 
brought here had just pulled into the Algiers 
yards when the trouble began. Severai shots 
were fired from the coaches. but no one was 
struck. Several arrests were made on the 
train. 


Mob Uses Clubs; Ten Men in Jail. 

When the officers attempted to take their 
prisoners out of the car the mob surged for- 
ward and began striking the strangers with 
fists and clubs. The arrival of a reserve 
squad restored order, but not before half 
a dozen strikebreakers had been severely 
beaten. Ten of them were landed in jail. 

Another outbreak. occurred this afternoon 
near La Fayette and Magnolia streets, where 
the Illinois Central strikebreakers are quar- 
tered, when the company attempted to transg- 
fer a coach load of the men to the Stuy- 
vesant street yards The coach had gone 


only a few biocks when it was attacked by 


a crowd of strikers and sympathizers. Every 
window in the car was broken by missiles 
thrown by the crowd, but Bo one, it is be- 
lieved, was hurt.

Indications That State and 
Federal Republicans Will 
Reach a Compromise. 


BERRY TELLS HIS HOPES. 


Charles F. Hurburgh Announces 
Himself as Candidate for 
Cullom’s Place. 


(RY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill, Oct. 5.—[ Special. }—The 
* state crowd ” and the big end of the “* fed- 
eral crowd ” will be in a solid working agree- 
ment within twenty days, and there will be 
a candiéate for governor who will be satis- 
factory to both ends of the proposition. 

This prediction came from one of the clos- 
est political figurers within the ranks of the 
state administration Heutenants and just 
about sizes up the net result of .“* big Thurs- 
day’ at the state fair. 

Nothing was accomplished by any of the 
aspiring candidates for governor, appar- 
ently, and no ground was given or lost dur- 
ing the fierce political fighting which began 
with the arrival of the Lorimer-Small de‘e- 
gation at breakfast time and finished tonight 
when the carnival lights were turned out on 
Springfield's public square 


Berry Tells the Outlook. 

Orville F. Berry, chairman of the railroad 
and warehouse commission, recognized 
Deneen leader, authorized this quotation: 

“Tt has been demonstrated by the develop- 
ments of the week that an amalgamation of 
forces is necessary in order to keep Illinois 
in the Republican ranks. This is realized by 
responsible men in’ the Republican party 
who have closely checked the developments 
of the week. In my judgment, this means a 
policy will be established which will thor- 
oughly clear the situation within the next 
two days and make it possible for the party to 
initiate immediately a winning campaign, 
state and national.” 

The advance figures on the discussed com- 
promise candidate for governor would indi- 
cate that the field will be Walter Clyde Jones, 
who has no intention of quitting the race for 
anybody or anything, and a Lorimer candi- 
date, doubtless Len Small, 

This would make a three sided race, accord- 
ing to this prospect, and the slatemakers re- 
fuse to admit into the running Col. Frank L.

Hurburgh as Cullom’s Rival. 

The real news developments of the day were 
embraced in the tentative announcement that 
State Senator Charies F. Hurburgh of Gales- 
burg is on the verge of becoming @ candidate 
for United States senator in opposition to 
Senator Shelby M. Cullom and that Lieut. 
Gov. John G. Oglesby is a candidate for re- 
nomination to his present position, with the 
prospect that he will have no primary. oppo- 
nent. 

Senator Hurburgh has no statement for 
publication at this time regarding the sena- 
torship. Hé admitted he had received many 
proffers of support from all parts of the state.

There are like- 
wise good reasons why the Cullom managers 
have received their first good scare, which 
started when the Hurburgh boom was €eprung 
at the state fair grounds this afternoon. 

Lieut. Gov. Oglesby’s announcement set 
at rest the repeated reports that he would 
seek the first place on the Republican state 
ticket. 

Yates Tells His Intentions. 

Former Governor Richard Yates tonight 
made this statement as to his own inten- 
tions, upon the visual and verbal assurance 
from all quarters that it is a real fight and to 


‘the finish as far as he is concerned. 


“This is only the Yates skirmish line 


-which has come into Springfield this week. 


I have no formal declaration of war to make 
tonight.

NAMES HIM AT BANQUET. 


Tactless Introduction by a 
Young Republican. Gently 
Rebuked by Taft. 


Salt Lake, Utah, Oct. 5.—The movement to 
make Charles . Hilles, secretary to Presi- 
dent Taft, the chairman of the national Re- 
publican committee for the campaign of 1912, 
was launched here tonight at the banquet 
given to President Taft by the Commercial 
club of Salt Lake City. 

Senator Reed Smoot, one of the close friends 
of the president and one of the stalwart Re- 
publican leaders of the senate, declared him- 
self in favor of Mr. Hilles, and declared, al- 
though Mr. Taft might demur at losing a 
splendid secretary, the Republican party 
would gain a chairman eminently fitted for 
the arduous duties that would devolve upon 
him. P 
Tactless Young Man Reproved. 

Mr. Taft politely but firmly reproved the 
president of the Young Men’s Republican 
league of Utah, Fred W. Price, when the 
latter, in introducing him to an immense 


crowd at the state fair, made a bitterly , 


partisan speech. 
It was as the prospective Republican can- 


didate for the presidency in 1912 that Mr. 


Price presented Mr. Taft, and, after pre- | 


dicting that he would be “‘ triumphantly 
elected,””’ and that November next year 
“would find the Democracy of Utah in its 
customary place, deep down in the slough 
of despondency,’’ he introduced the chief 
magistrate of the nation as “ William How- 
ard Taft of Ohio.’’ 


Rebuke Cheered by Crowd. 

“T am here,” said the president empha- 
sizing each word significantly, “ as president 
of the United States.”’ 

There was a lusty cheer from the crowd, 
which was followed by a laugh when Mr. Taft 
humorously closed the incident by saying: 

‘My friend, the president of the Young 
Men's Republican league, is probably a bet- 
ter Republican than he is a prophet.” 

The president then launched into a discus- 
sion of- his tariff vetoes, repeating the argu- 
ments and explanations he has made at other 
points during the trip. 

The president spent the entire day in Salt 
Lake City. At the Morman tabernacle, where 
he preached a sermon two years ago, the 
president today greeted the “old folks” of 
Utah, who were being given their semi- 
annual entertainment. 

Mr. Taft spoke to the “old folks” and 
the several thousand others who filled the big 
structure, on the subject of peace treaties 
with Great Britain and France.

He was caught in a trap by 
Senator Sutherland and made to express 
the opinion that $30,000 of the fund of ane gs 
was spent for “ beer, liquor, and cig fs 
Some reckoner has figured that each of the 
36,839 votes the senator received in the 
primary cost $1.89. Considering that be- 
tween 30 and 40 per cent of Wisconsin ter- 
ritery ie dry it appears there was spent 
om an average for refreshments more than 
8 cents a head. 


First Inquiry Political? . 

Edmonds told the investigators that the 
general assembly of Wisconsin had made an 
ipvestigation of the senator's election. 

“It had no importance, except as a political 
squabbie,"" Edmonds explained. “ The as- 
sembly was favorable to Mr. Stephenson and 
the senate was against him.” 

“Would you indorse what the assembiy- 
men said about Senator Stephenson?’ esked 
Senator Sutherland. 

“I would if they were honest and fair,”’ re- 
plied the witness. ‘ 

The committee member then read an opin- 
fon signed by the assemblymen that $30,000 
Was sepent for liquors and cigars. 

“Is that your opinion?’ was asked. 

“I think the assemblymen were fair," an- 
ewered Edmonds. 

The witness was asked tn detall regarding 
the specific charges made against the sena- 
tor by Jobn J. Blaine, former member of the 
Wisconsin legislature.

As president of the American Association 
for the Study and Prevention of Infant Mor- 
tality, which holds its second annual meeting 
at the La Salle hotel, Nov. 16 to 18, Prof. 
Henderson made a special study of what ts 
being done for infant welfare. 

* I studied prisons and! studied the means 
of lowering the rate of infant mortality,” 
Dr. Henderson said yesterday. ‘“ We must 
take care of babies whose parents fai) to take 
care of them for our own protection. We 
can't afford to let them grow up into crim- 
inals. 

“ We can take care of.neglected children if 
we go at it in the right way. The biggest

After several weeks of hard labor Peter 
Bartzen has discovered means ot trimming 
the sails of the Hotchkiss citizens’ commit- 
tee, which bas not been finding ell the flaws 
and faults in the suvenfle court system 
which the county board president wanted. 

Bartzen wrote a letter yesterday to County 
Judge Owens asking him to appoint a new

The court had been 
consulted several days ago as to the advis- 
ability of this step, so he was not surprised 
when he received the communication. 

In this letter Bartzen points out that the 
Hotchkiss committee has “ very limited pow- 
ers,”’ and that the county judge has the right 
under the Juvenile court act to appoint a com- 
mittee that would work in conjunction with 
the County court. 


Why He Wants New Committee. 

Bartzen asserts this committee should 
theroughly examine a number of matters, 
and should be invested with the power to

HE camera cost one hundred and twen- 
ty-five dollars. Expense isn’t a thing 
to he considered when you want pic- 
tures, to put away and keep through

He- 
sides, the camera didn’t cost us one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars, But {¢ cost the kind 
lady we borrowed it from that much in real

Big Churches Nearing Union? 


W. B. NORTON, 


ORONTO, Ont., Oct. 5.—[Special.]—** The

Frank words of warning and appeal were 
made by the Rev. H. K. Carroll of the Methodist 
Episcopal church of, New York, who for many 
years was at the head of tne United States 
religious census, concerning the need of the 
return of the old time revival spirit if the 
Methodist church is to maintain Its rate of in- 
crease in the future.. “In the decade ending 
in 1891,” he said, “the western section of the 
Methodist body gained 1,261,709 members. In 
the next decade the gain was 1,411,602, while in 
the last ten years now under review the gain

“This is not a decline in numbers, but it fs 
a decline in the rate of increase. We are not 
dwindling in numbers, but we are not adding 
to them as rapidly as we used to do. We have 
increased 10,000 more ministers, 14,000 more 
pulpits, and 
and yet our increase ip 400,000 less than it wes 
in the decade that preceded.

1906 the aggregate value of the church property 
belonging to the Methodist bodies in the Uvilted 
States alone was $229,461,000, an increase of 
$97,311,000, or more than 73 per cent in sixteen 
years.”

They some- 
times come after a sharper inflammation of the 
gall bladder. 

2issolve them 
or cause them to go away. If they are causing 
trouble enough to warrant it they should be re- 
moved by operation. There is no other naz.

L. C. W. writes:

Buttermilk as sold in Chicago is somewhat safer 
as regards typhoid fever than is sweet milk. Ty- 
phold bacterla in milk tend to die out, especially 
in the acid of buttermilk. A large part of the 
buttermilk sold In Chicago has been pasievrized, 
preliminary to churning, However, we will make 
a mistake {f we are careless about bu:termilk. 


There fs the same necessity for getting it from | 


clean and careful people as there is with sweet 
milk. 

The nutritive value of milk as compared with 
buttermilk is about as 20:to 18—that {s to say, you 
get about as many energy units out of a pint and 
@ quarter of buttermilk as yon would out of ote 
pint of sweet milk. The difference betweén the 
two Is largely in heat making qualities. The fat 
of milk goes, In the main, to the making of heat 

The albumins of buttermilk, however, are some- 
what more easily digested and absorbed, unit for 
unit, than those of sweet milk. I mention these 
things tn order to make {it clear that a measure 
of calorics {s not the y thing to be takeh into 
consideration in the selection of foods.

MUST END LEAKS

REPORT MADK.ON SURVEY. 


Shows Electrolysis Injures Wa- 
ter Mains, Bridges, and | 
Other Steel Structures. 


First warnings that the leakage of elec- 
tricity from their lines—causing electrolysis 
of the city’s water mains and bridges, as well 
as affecting many buildings of steel construc- 
tion—must stop, were served yesterday on 


the traction companies. 

Commissioner of Public Works MoGann 
notified the City Railway company, the Chi- 
cago Railways company, and the Northwest- 
ern Elevated railroad of specific instances in 
whieh defective electrical conductors have 
vesuited in serious injury to the city’s prop- 
‘erty. He directed the companies to provide 
eonductors of enough efficiency to prevent a 
continuation or recurrence of the injury. 

His communications were the first result of 
an electrolysis survey begun in the spring 
under his direction by Ray Palmer, a consult- 
ing engineer. With assistants, Palmer has 
been working in the central business section 
end on the south side. In these districts he 
bas made a preliminary report with a sugges- 
tien for immediate repairs. 


Makes General Conclusions, 
The general conclusions of the report are: 
That the water mains have been 

geriously damaged in some localities. 

That some subsurface metallic struc- 
tures, including water and gas mains, 
cable sheaths, structural steel work of 
bridges and buildings, are being dam- 
aged at the present time. 

That most damaging conditions are 
caused ‘by the surface, elevation, and 
Jilincis Tunne! companies’ return cur- 
rents, which leak from the rails or re- 
turn feeders to these metallic surfaces. 

That, although surface electric com- 
panies have materially improved their 
track conditions by electric weldings of 
joints and reénforcements of rails with 
return feeder cables, they have not 
eliminated the dangerous conditions found 
at each feeder station and each river 
crossing. 


Names Affected Bridges. 

Bridges said té have been weakened by 
action of electricity are those at Clark, Wells, 
Dearborn, and Van Buren streets. Streets 
in which water mains have been damaged 
include Madison between Wabash and State, 
Indiana from Thirty-firgst to Forty-second. 
Ciark from Division to) Washington, and 
Wells from Division to Washington. 

The engineer reported that in all instances 
he mentioned he had found stray currents 
being carried by the bridge steel or the iron 
water mains, and that in several cases severe 
damage already had been done. Commis- 
sioner McGann scouted any suggestion that 
the bridges might have been so seriously in- 
jured that there was danger of their cob 


bridges.

Miss Peak knows how to 
make a gown for which any woman would 
be glad to pay §100. At least Mrs. Hawley 
said any woman who had $100 would. 

The two formerly lived-across the ball from 
one another, They agreed to exchange se- 
crets.- Mrs. Hawley was to make one of her 
invaluable corséts for Miss Peak under her 
very eyes, that she might know how it was 
done. Miss Peak was to make for Mrs. Haw- 
ley a $100 gown. 

Mrs. Hawley made the corset—made one 
worth $10 out of 30 cents’ worth of coutil 
and a handful of stays. She alleges Miss 
Peak refused to make the gown. So Mrs. 
Hawley brought suit for breach of contract. 


Jurors Never Saw a Corset.

Importance. 


CHANCE FOR ARGUMENT. 


Officials, Coaches, and Capt ian | 


Should Have Understand- 
ing, Says Critic. 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 

As the football season progresses the abso- 
jute need of a uniform interpretation of the 
rules becomes more imperative. Unless the 
officials of every contest have understandings 
with the coaches as to which rules are to gov- 
ern certain plays misinterpretations May re- 
guilt in defeats or victories for the combating 
elevens. 

In amending last year’s rules the committee 
jeft certain clauses in the code which conflict 
with the new rulings, and unless the coaches 
and players have made careful study of this 
year’s rule book there is sure to be plenty of 
‘irguments between arbiters, captains, and 
coaches. As the season gives every indica- 
tion of being the most successful since the 
forward pass and ten yard rule were enacted 
in the winter of 1905-’06, the committee should 
issue some sort of a pamphlet in which all 
the rules will be made clear and in which 
there Will be no clauses which are in direct 
conflict with others. 


Umpire to Keep Time. 

At last winter's meeting the committee 
passed @ ruling instructing the umpire te 
keep time of the periods. Under the duties of the 
umpire there is a clause which reads: ‘ He shall 
also keep (ime and shall use a stop watch for this 
purpose. He should start the watch not when the 
yeferee blower his whistie but when the ball is put 
ght to the duties of fleld judge, who kept 
time under last year's rulings, section 4 states: He 
shall notify the captains of the time remaining for 
play not more than ten nor less than five minutes 
before the end of each half. He may upon inquiry 
give the approximate remaining time to a captain 
at any time during the game, provided he does not 
comply with such a request more than three times 
dufing the last five minutes of the half. 

Under these rulings there should be a udtform 
understanding. Unless some sort of an agreement 
is reached the felc judge must, upon request from 
the captains, approximate the remaining time, and 
in order to do so he will have to go to the umpire to 
get the information. This means he must travel] at 


least twenty yards, which will necessitate a delay - 


tn the game. and if he conforms to every request 
the monotony of such performances is sure to hurt 
the game from the spectators’ standpoint.

A question put to me by my 
little daughter when about 8 years old set 
me thinking and I have hardly ever gambled 
since.

A ninth bal- 
locn, which acted as pilot in the international 
race, ig attempting to break the altitude 
record. 

Every ba!loonist got away to a good start 
The pilot balloon, Pennsylvania I., and Amer- 


ica II. had trouble getting clear of the ground, but 
by dumping a littleggand both were soon able to 
gain a good flying altitude. Berlin Il. did not rise 
well until after it had cleared the aviation fleid, and 
its drag rope raked two or three spectators off the 
circus seats, but none was severely injured. 


Balloons Sail North. 


With the exception of the last two bags to sail, 


Kansas City II. and Topeka II., all the balloons , 


flew almost due north. The Kansas City and To- 
peka entrants were caught up by a wind from the 
southeast and carried northwest. It was almost 
dark when the last swo balloons sailed. 

The aeronauts predicted the record of 1,171.9 
miles established by America Il, last year would be 
broken. A tremendous crowd saw the start, about 
25,000 persons being on jhe aviatie” gr nds.
